Academic  Drive  To  Emphasize 
Scholastic  Excellence  at  BYU

Individual  effort  in  achieving  scholastic  excellence  will  be 
stressed  in  a new  “Brighten  Your  Understanding”  academic 
drive  at  Brigham  Young  University  this  year. 

Studentbody  president  Rex  Lee  reported  that  student  gov- 
ernment has  never  stepped  into  this  area  before  but  that  the 
Executive  Council  feels  that  the  most  important  phase  of  stu- 
dent life  is  what  a student  does  in  the  classroom. 

A new  program  has  been  formulated  to  better  the  academic 
standards  of  the  university,  therefore,  the  Student  Academic 
Emphasis  committee  has  been 
set  up,  with  Byron  Fisher  as  its 
chairman. 

Stresses  Standards 
The  committee  is  not  a gov- 
erning body;-  it  has  been  estab- 
lished only  to  stress  the  better- 
ment of  scholastic  standards. 

This  committee  has  been  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  analyz- 
ing ideas  for  the  prpgram  and 
suggesting  that  the  best  ones  be 
put  into  effect. 

Groups  in  charge  of  all  phases 
of  campus  activity  also  have  pro- 
grams which  they  will  use  in  co- 
operation with  the  drive  for 
learning.  For  example,  the  Inter- 
Organization-  Council  is  encour- 
aging a program  pf  “study  on 
week  nights  and  reserve  dating 
for  weekends.”

Californians  Display  ‘Gumption’ 
In  Getting  to  Provo  by  Bicycle

“BYU  or  Bust”  was  the  motto 
of  four  California  youths  now 
enrolled  in  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, as  they  bicycled  more 
than  700  miles  to  register  for 
fall  quarter. 

Lowell  Fitt  and  David  Brock- 
bank  journeyed  781  miles  from 
Concord,  California,  taking  nine 
days  for  the  trip. 

ARCADIA,  California,  was  the

SLEEPING  IN  telephone 
booths,  the  trip  down  Donner 
Summit  and  the  friendly  interest 
evidenced  by  people  along  the 
way  was  listed  by  Lowell  and 
David  as  the  highlights  of  their 
trek. 

“We  wanted  to  lose  some 
weight!”  stated  Arnold  Green 
and  Mel  Caudill,  junior  transfer 
students  from  Citrus  Jr.  College 
in  Glendora,  California,  when 
asked  the  main  reason  for  their 
cycling  trip. 

THE  YOUTHS  averaged  about 
100  miles  a day  but  failed  to  lose 
any  weight.  They  slept  in  hay- 
stacks, parks  and  on  the  porches 
of  sympathetic  townspeople. 

Several  families,  fed  the  boys 


dinner  and  breakfast.  Arnold 
and  Mel  started  the  trip  with  $15 
in  their  pockets  and  ended  with 
$7.  Cycling  is  a cheap  way  of 
coming  to  school. 

ARNOLD  REPORTED  that  he 
and  his  pal  would  hang  on  to 
trucks  whenever  possible.  The 
only  unpleasant  experience  the 
boys  had  was  when  some  pass- 
ing motorists  threw  tomatoes  at 
them. 

Lowell  and  David  said  that 
they  were  not  at  all  interested 
in  cycling  back  to  Concord. 

On  the  other  hand,  Arnold  and 
Mel  are  thinking  of  buying  a 
bicycle  for  t^o  for  a return  trip

Nei- 
ther grades  or  course  credit  can 
be  given  since  the  /Counseling 
Service  is  a non-academic  de- 
partment. The  student’s  desire 
for  better  academic  adjustment 
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is  the  motivation  for  self  im- 
provement. 

THE  PROGRAM  emphasis  is 
on  aiding  individual  students  to 
become  versatile,  competent 
readers — not  .just  to  read  faster. 

Confident  reading,  which  can 
effectively  cover  written  mater- 
ial, is  an  important  aspect  of 
total  adjustment  to  college.  Be- 
cause this  is  the  primary  goal, 
time  will  be  spent  in  discussing 
the  student’s  fdetlings  about 
reading.

Celebrates  Anniversary

BERLIN  — The  Communist 
Youth  Organization  has  called  on 
its  members  to  celebrate  the  East 
German  state’s  10th  anniversary 
by  collecting  stamps  to  sell  for 
foreign  exchange. 

The  money  will  be  used  to  buy 
tropical  fruits,  a rarity  in  the 
Soviet  zone. 

The  state-run  chemical  indus- 
try announced  meanwhile  that 
the  world’s  largest  sulphuric  acid 
plant  will  be  completed  next 
year. 

IN  LEIPZIG,  a farmer  was  ar- 
rested for  inviting  neighbors  to 
watch  West  German  television, 
and  in  East  Berlin  an  undis- 
closed number  of  taxi  drivers 
were  arrested  as  western  spies. 

Those  three  items  sum  up  fair- 
ly well  the  condition  af  the  ( 
“German  Democratic  Republic”; 
after  10  years.  It  was  founded 
Oct.  7,  1949. 

More  than  six  years  have 
passed  since  East  German  work- 
ers rebelled  for  bread  and  free- 
dom. 

One  of  their  demands  has  been 
fulfilled.  There  is  no  hunger  and 
many  East  Germans  complain 
they  must  stuff  themselves  be- 
cause there’s  little  else  to  do 
with  their  money. 

But  freedom  is  as  far  away  as 
ever. 

SO  ARE  BANANAS  and  “a 
thousand  small  things”  West 
Germans  take  fon  granted.  The 
“thousand  sn\gll  things”  phrase 
was  used  by  Communist  leader 
Walter  Ulbricht  in  a speech  ‘ to 
the  central  committee  to  de- 
scribe shortages. 

But  Ulbrecht  went  on  to  say 
that  East  Germany  plans  to  al- 
most double  the  value  of  con- 
sumer goods  production  in  a 
seven-year  period.  And  just  as 
the  Soviet  Union  asserts  it  will 
catch  up  to  the  American  stand- 
ard of  living,  so  did  Ulbricht 
make  the  same  boast  for  East 
Germany. 

In  the  light  of  that  boast,  the 
news  of  the  new  sulphuric  acid 
plant  would  appear  to  be  more 
important  than  any  shortage  of 
bananas. 

East  German  leaders  reason 
that  the  bananas  will  take  care 
of  themselves  if  the  Soviet’s 
large-scale  economic  plans  for 
the  zone  are  carried  out. 

EAST  GERMANY  has  made 
great  progress  in  the  last  10 
years. 

Visitors  to  East  Berlin  and 


other  East  German  cities  still  are 
struck  by  the  drabness  they  con- 
trast with  West  Germany’s  neon- 
lit  unprecedented  prosperity. 

But  the  contrast  was  even 
greater  a few  years  ago.  East 
Germans  now  look  better,  eat 
better  and  dress  "better  than  they 
did  a year  ago. 

East  Gei^^many,  in  fact,  suffers 
not  because  it  always  is  com- 
pared with  West  Germany.  Com- 
pare it  with  another  Soviet  satel- 
lite and  it  looks  good. 

Travelers  who  go  through  East 
Germany  after  visiting  Poland 
say  conditions  in  East  Germany 
are  much  better. 

EAST  GERMAN  leaders  assert 
they  now  have  the'highest  stand- 
ard of  living  of  all  the  satellites, 
even  higher  than  Czechoslovakia. 
Once  Czechosloovakia  was  con- 
sidered the  Soviet  bloc’s  show- 
case. 

Experts  Report 
Grade  Didn’t 
Cause  Twister, 

WASHINGTON  — (UPI)  — 
The  weather  bureau  doesn’t 
blame  hurricane  Gracie  for  the 
tornadoes  which  formed  in  her 
wake  and  killed  11  persons  Wed- 
nesday in  the  Charlottesville,  Va. 
area. 

Meteorologists  are  inclined, 
pending  further  study,  to  believe 
that  Gracie  and  the  tornadoes 
had  a sister-brother  rather  than 
a mother-child  relationship. 
They  were  the  evil  seed  of  the 
same  parent. 

The  parent  in  this  case  was  a 
vast  unstable  mass  of  warm, 
moist  air  characterized  by  strong 
up-and-down  as  well  as  rotary 
motions.  Gracie  was  embedded 
in  this  air  mass  when  she  came 
ashore  in  South  Carolina  and 
moved  upward  through  Virginia. 

Vertical  motions  in  large 
masses  of  moist  air  result  in  ab- 
normally rapid  cooling.  And 
thunderstorms  result.  Tornadoes 
are  the  deadly  byproducts  of  par- 
ticularly intense  thunderstorms. 

Perhaps  aggravating  the  gen- 
eral weather  situation  at  the 
time  was  the  arrival  from  the 
west  of  a so-called  frontal  sys- 
tem. with  cold  air  masses  on  thg 
west  side  and  Warm  air  on  the 
eastern  edge.

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Sox  Crush  Bums,  11-0

; Chicago,  Oct.  1 — Early  Wynn’s 
ageless  arm  and  muscular  Ted 
Kluszewskis  record-tying  bat 
I wiped  out  40  years  of  infamy 
for  the  Chicago  White  Sox  to- 
day when  they  blasted  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers,  11-0,  in  the 
: opening  game  of  the  World  Ser- 
ies. 

This  was  the  first  Chicago 
victory  since  the  “Black  Sox” 
started  their  World  Series  sell- 
I out  to  the  gamblers  in  a scan- 
I die  which  rocked  the  baseball 
I world.  It  was  also  the  first 
time  in  those  four  decades  that 
the  White  Sox  had  been  able 
to  win  their  way  back  into  the 
Classic. 

But  the  tearful  youngster  who 
stood  on  the  steps  of  the  Cook 
County  Courthouse  and  pleaded 
with  “Shoeless  Joe”  Jackson — 
one  of  the  eight  White  Sox  ban- 
ned from  baseball  for  life — to 
“say  it  ain’t  so,  Joe,”  could  be 
proud,  wherever  he  was  today, 
of  the  men  wear  the  White  Sox 
uniform. 

For  the  Ame|ipan  Leaguers,  a 
gang  of  hitless  wonders  known 
asiihe  “one-run  champions’’  of 
the  game,  were  a band  of  slug- 
ging sensations  Thursday.  They 
clouted  five  Dodger  pitchers  for 
11  hits  and  hung  the  defeat  on 
young  Roger  Craig  with  a seven- 
run  explosion  in  the  thir^  inn- 
ing. 

There  were  laurels  for  all  as 
they  buried  both  the  memories 
of  the  years  and  the  dazzled 
Dodgers.  But  the  big  men  were 
Wynn,'  a 39-year-old  veteran 
once  thought  to  be  over  the  hill, 
and  the  broad-backed  Kluszew- 
who  bashed  two  homers  and  I 
knocked  in  five  runs  to  tie  the 
World  Series  heroics  of  Yankee 
immortals  Tony  Lazzeri  and  Bill 
^Dickey. 

Wynn  went  seven  shutout 
innings,  giving  up  six  hits  be- 
fore he  had  to  retire  with  a 
stiff  elbow.  But  he  kept  them 
well  scattered  before  his  arm 
tightened  this  chill,  gray  day. 
After  Jim  Gilliam  opened  Ihe 
I eighth  with  a single  and  Wynn 
i pitched  two  balls  to  Charley 
Neal,  the  22-game  winner  re- 
J.luctantly  left  the  mound. 

I.  Gerry  Staley  took  it  from 
Jthere.  retiring  the  Dodgers  with 
double  play  ball  and  then 
'holding  them  off  in  the  ninth 
despite  two  desperation  hits. 
It--was  a two-man  pitching  per- 
formance which  tied  the  largest 
shutout  in  World  Series  history, 
an  11-0  win  by  Dizzy  Dean  in 
the  1934  Cardinal  triumph  over 
Detroit.  It  matched  the  two-man 
shutouts  of  such  famed  flingers 
'as  George  Earshaw  and  Lefty 
Grove  of  the  A’s  against  St. 
Louis  in  1930  and  Don  Larsen 
and  Ryne  Daren  of  the  Yankees 
against  Milwaukee  last  year. 

It  didn’t  remain  a contest 
for  long  as  they  went  at  it  in 
ancient,  brick-walled  Comis- 
key  Park,  The  White  Sox 
started  with  two  runs  in  the 
first  inning  when,  with  one 
out,  pesky  Nellie  Fox,  the 
number  one  “holler  guy”  of 
^ I the  Sox,  drew  a walk. 

Fox,  wearing  the  White  stock- 
uigs  which  the  White  Sox  were 
*^ing  for  the  first  time  in  ihany 
rfears — a defiant  symbol  against 
K>e  old  dishonor — raced  to  third 
-linr  Landis  slashed  a single 
P®  right. 

Big  KIu,  who  came  to  Chi- 
cago in  his  travels  Aug.  25  from 
Pittsburgh,  began  his  dramatics 
then  with  a single  to  right  which 
Kored  Fox  and  sent  Landis  rac- 
to  third.  Sherman  Lollar, 
a 3-2  pitch,  filed  to  right, 
Landis  scoring  after  the  catch. 

I B still  was  a ball  game — until 
i ^hat  tnassacre  in  the  third, 
i Again  there  was  one  away — 
j and  again  it  was  the  scrappy, 

I tobacco-chewing  Fox  who 
i started  them  rolling  as  he 
flammed  a double  off  the  right 
field  wall. 

Landis  followed  with  a single' 
to  right  to  send  little  Nellie 
( scampering  home  for  a 3-0  lead 
the  delighted  White  Sox 
foms— nrost  of  them  never  hav- 
\ ^*ig  seen  their  heroes  in  a Series 


chanted  a happy  “go,  go,  go! 

And  go  they  did,  as  big  Klu 
lofted  a towering  homer  into 
the  right  field  stands  which  sent 
Landis  ambling  home  ahead  of 
him  for  a 5-0  Chicago  lead. 

Still  the  White  Sox  weren’t 
finished. 

That  homer  rattled  the  rafters 
— and  the  Dodgers. 

Chuck  Churn  came  on  to  re- 
place Craig  but  when  Lollar  sent 
a high  fly  to  left  center,  Duke 
Snider  and  Wally  Moon  collided 
and  Snider  dropped  the  ball  for 
an  error.  The  big  catcher  trund- 
led on  into  second  and  then 
siow-foted  it  home  when  Billy 
Goodman  sliced  a single  down 
the  right  side. 

This  shook  the  Dodgers  even 
more  and  as  A!  Smith  ripped 
a double  to  left  center,  Good- 
man going  to  third  base,  Snid- 
er threw  wildly  to  the  infield. 
Snider’s  second  error  of  the 
inning,  tying  a World  Series 
mark  for  outfield  ineptness, 
allowed  Goodman  to  score  and 
Smith  to  coast  into  third  base. 

Jungle  Jim  Rivera  smashed  a 
grounder  to  Neal,  playing  in 
close,  and  the  Dodger  second 
baseman  threw  the  ball  into  the 
dirt  trying  to  nail  Smith  at 
home.  The  ball  struck  Rivera’s 
abandoned  bat  where  it  had  fal- 
len in  front  of  the  plate  and 
caromed  on  past  catched  Johnny 
Roseboro  to  let  Smith  score.  Ri- 
vera went  to  second. 

Wynn  contributed  to  his  own 
cause  with  a double  to  center, 
scoring  Rivera.  He  died  there — 
finally — as  Luis  Aparicio  and 
Fox,  both  up  for  the  second  time, 
grounded  out  after  a 20-minute 
slugging  spree  which  seemed  to 
the  Dodgers  tq  be  an  eternity. 

The  Dodgers  made  their  big- 
gest threat  after  this  after 
Moon  singled  to  lead  off  the 
fourth.  The  next  two  men 
went  down,  but  Gil  Hodges 
ripple  a single  which  sent 
Moon  to  second.  However, 


Roseboro  struck  out  to  end 
the  threat. 

The  White  Sox  really  went  out 
and  nailed  it  down  with  two 
more  guns  in  their  half  of  the 
fourth.  Landis  opened  with  his 
third  straight  single  and  then  it 
was  big  Klu  again — smashing 
his  second  home  run.  It  sailed 
up  against  the  railing  in  the  up- 
per right  field  stands  and  drop- 
ped back  onto  the  playing  field. 

Young  Norm  Larwer,  standing 
there  and  watching  its  flight, 
picked  it  up  in  sheer  disgust  as 
the  11-0  score  which  flashed  on 
the  scoreboard  and  hurled  it 
high  into  the  cheering,  jerring 
crowd  in  the  upper  deck.  Those 
five  runs  batted  in  put  him  in 
the  baseball  history  books  along 
side  of  Lazzeri  and  Dickey. 

The  third  of  the  five  pitchers 
the  Dodgers  used — Clem  La- 
bine — came  in.  then  and  he, 
Sandy  Koufax  and  Johnny 
Klippstein  shut  them  out'  the 
rest  of  the  way,  but  it  was  too 
late. 

Manager  A1  Lopez,  whose  last 
venture  into  the  World  Series 
was  a four-straight  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  the  Giants  in  1954 
while  he  managed  the  Cleveland 
Indians,  said  that  he  would  send 
Bob  Shaw,  with  an  18-6  record, 
out  after  a second  straight  win 
in  Comiskey  Park  tomorrow  be- 
fore the  Series  shifts  to  Los 
Angeles.  For  the  Dodgers  it  will 
be  Johnny  Podres,  the  14-8 
southpaw. 

But  the  Dodgers  knew  they 
had  their  work  cut  out  for  thef 
against  a battling  mand  of  men 
anxious  to  change  forever  the 
color  of  their  socks.
